(5) aircraft shall be parked at a remote place at the airport ana an area of at least five hundred square metres around 
the aircraft and the explosives van shall be cordoned off by providing adequate, number of security' guards in 
consultation wnh the Director General of Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives from aircraft to van 
begins. The arrangement shall continue till such transfer is completed and the van is duly locked and leaves the 
site; 

(6) smoking or use of naked light shall not be permitted within the cordoned area; and 

(7) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to the storage magazines licensed under the said rules and no undue 
delay shall be made on the way and all provisions of the said rules and local traffic rules and municipal 
regulations, shall be complied with during the transportation of the explosives.
